Enrolment 
At McGiU 
Reaches Peal^ 



Largest enrolment in the 125 
years ot existence of McGill Uni 
verslty was released yesterday. De- 
spite incomplete registration fig- 
ures, and although entrance re- 
quirements 'were raised consider- 
ably tor civilian students last year, 
there arc now 7,588 men and wo- 
men taking courses at McGill. Ap- 
proximately 50 per cent, ot these 
are veteran students. 

McGill University yesterday re- 
leased an mterlm report on the 
largest enrolment in its 125 years 
of existence. Although registration 
figures are incomplete for the 
1946-47 session (since the university 
now admits students thrice yearly 
—In October, January and June), 
and although entrance requirements 
were raised considerably for civil- 
ian students last year, McGill now 
lists 7,558 men and women in uni- 
versity courses. Approximately 50 
pe'r cent, ot these students are vet- 
erans of the past war. 

This fall's registration of 7,55b 
represents an increase of well over 
1,000 over last year's total at this 
time, and a gain ot 4,272 over the 
total number of students enrolled 
In 1938-39, the year Just prior to 
the outbreak of war. Comparative 
figures show that In 1910-20, the 
year just alter the First Great War. 
2,698 students were enrolled at Mc- 
Gill, as compared to the 7,558 en- 
rolled now. Registration just be- 
fore the outbreak ot the First Great 
War— the year 1913-14, was 1,932. 

McGill authorities expect that 
when the January registration is 
included, this year's student body 
will pass the . 8,000 mark. Addi- 
ional students will be admitted in 
June, 1047. 

In releasing the interim report, 
following a meeting ot the univer- 
sity senate yesterday, Dr. F. Cyril 
James pointed out that, "It the fact 
that our admission requirempnis Un 
the faculty of arts and science were 
raised in the year 1045-46 to 65 per 
cent for arts and commerce, and 
to 79 per cent, for science and en- 
gineering, for civilian students, it 
becomes very apparent that this 
high enrolment represents a stu- 
dent body more qualified than ever 
before. to make the best use of the 
opportunities which we are able to 
otter here. • . 

"The faculty of medicine hai, 
been unable to permit any expan- 
sion ot Its student body In the post- 
war, years; the faculty ot engineer- 
ing, on the other hand, has now a 
total which Is ,three times as great 
as in the prewar years." 

A breakdown ot the figures re- 
veals that 2,459 men and 878 \vo- 
men, or a total ot 3,337 are enroll- 
ed in the faculty ot arts and 
science, representing a gain of 570 
over last year. Of these 3,337 stu- 
dents, 1.180 are In the arts divi- 
sion; 1.394 in the science division, 
and 763 in commerce. 

Seventeen women and 1,287 men, 
or a total of 1,304 are enrolled in

Trial and Error 

Although official, figures on the subject are 
lacking, it is safe to say that the largest number 
of students whô fftil their annual examinations 

■will be found in the frcthmnn year. TIic icnsons 
îidvrinccd arc numerous and varied but very 
few people will claim that the answer lies in 
the fact tliat the students were not "college 
material". With entrance requirements for high 
.school students as high as they are at present, 
and with refi^shcr courses almost compulsory' 
for cx-ser\'icemcn, the Holulion obviously can be 
found in some other direction. 

It would appear that too often students come 
into collcgo without realizing that they roust 
adjust themselves to a different and new mode 
of studying. No longer will anyone check to 
find out if homework has been done — the res- 
ponsibility for that now reste solely on the 
student's own shoulders. If one fails to keep up 
with tho work, it is a fairly simtllo.prôéesSi'lo 
escape detection right up until ckaminatibhs 
but tho fates will extract their retribution when 
the marks arc posted. 

Another point to be noted is that many new 
students have never developed tho knack of 
taking notes. Dictated notes are few and far 
between In university. There is ft definite art 
to organising and interpreting Icoturô màterial, 
if ai!studént is to derivo full benefit from' the 
profcssdt's .diSouBSioA ôf a particular subject. 
Tho ustlal method of learning is the oft-times 
precarious procedure of "trial and error", a 
league in which an individual's batting average 
may well bo disastrously low. Too many times 
has it been found that the knowledge is acquired 
far too lùto to bo of f^al help, v 

Colleges, like many other peace-time insti- 
tutions, can well take somo ndvico from tho 
armed services on this point. Whenever a man 
. camo into the forces from civilian life, his first 
few weeks were well spent in a procedure of 
"orientation", a period designed to take away 
that "green behind the cars" feeling and replace 
it with a veteran's know-how. Would not a 
similar course in college "orientation" be wel- 
comed by those who have never before ntlcndcd 
university and want to avoid tho usual pitfalls 
by following a surer path than "trial and error" 
àlleyî

Another wafer- 
thin, cardboard-bound edition, fea- 
turing in a psychology course is re- 
tailing at the gilt-edgcd price of 
$9.25. — What next, Frofessors-^a 
iound of flesh? The students from 
several courses last year, were re- 
quested by their instructors at the 
end of the term, to turn in their 
textbooks to avlocaU book store, 
owing to an'acute'shortsige of those 
books. It would be nibst; interesting 
to speculate what sort of profit that 
store, maide on the deal, and why 
our own worthy Book Exchange 
did not handle the transaction! 

Perhaps lim sticking my neck 
out, to suggest a plausible solution 
to this continued spoliation, but let 
the sour grapes fall where they 
may. A number of universities 
across Canada have, on their own 
campuses,. Technical Supply Stores, 
run by the student body, in which 
textbooks may be purchased at, or 
near, cost price. Many of these 
stores issue Credit notes, allowing 
a discount of 10 per cent on all 
purchases of $1.00 and over the half 
dollar mark, with additional dis- 
counts for |. costlier .. purchoses. .,^In 
every case, thc'sàiè of textbooks al- 
lows a considerable saving, and the 
students— not the local book stores, 
reap the benefits. 

We feel, this method of textbook 
purchasing is very worthwhile hav 
ing on our own McGill grounds, 
and we sincerely hope that you 
will bring it to the attention of the 
Students' and/or the Veterans' 
Council, as soon as possible.

To conclude we will release what 
has just been revealed by official 
and sometimes reliable source, that 
a' prerequisite to getting one's dc 
gree in this institution of learning 
is to survive for four years, the 
crossing of Suicide Comer... 
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the faculty of enghiccring, which 
includes architecture. This repre- 
sents a decrease of four women 
but an increase of 480 men over 
the 1045-46 figure. 

In the medical faculty 37 women 
and 428 men are enrolled. This' Is 
a gain of 140 over last year. (Re- 
gistration figures for 1919-20, the 
year just after the First Great War, 
list 747 in the- McQiU' medical 
faculty, or 282 more students than 
are accommodated now In the year 
following thé Second' Great War. 

The faculty ot dentistry has two 
women and 109 men this year. This 
is 36 more students than were re 
gistered last year. 

In the faculty of law, five women 
and 152 men are enrolled— a gain 
of 67 students over the. previous 
year. 

Agriculture' lists 16 women and 
299 men. This total of 315 is a gain 
of 97 over the 1945-46 total of 218. 

In the School of Household Sci- 
ence, 120 -wornen are reglsfered, as 
compared with 111 last year, while 
the Library School has 45 men and 
women, as compared with its 1945-46 
total of 21. 

Smallest faculty registration In 
degree work is in the faeul^ of 
music, which lists six men and 
five women for this year. This, 
however, is a gain of six students 
over the 1045-46 figure. • " , 

Thirty-eight nurses are enrolled 
In the Bachelor of Science in Nurs-- 
ing course. This is a gain of 17 
over last year. v 

Fifty-six . men and 57 women are 
registered In physical ediication. 
Last year thera were ,30 men and 
45 women. 

The School of Social Work which 
came under McGill for an experi- 
mental flvc-yçv period only, a 
year ago, 'has five men and 55 
women, or a total of 60 enrolled. 

The faculty of graduate studies 
and research lists 455, bringing the 
total number of degree students to 
6.531. 

- In diploma courses, 83 men and 
seven women are candidates for 
graduate diplomas in medicine, and 
91 women for graduate diplomas in 
nursine. 

Seven men and 94 women are 
registered in the School For Teach- 
ers, which last year had 82 stu- 
dents as compared with this year's 
total of 101. (McGlll figures for 
1919-20 show that there were 184 
candidates for teacher's diplomas 
that year, and 169 in the year 1913- 
14.) - 
The faculty of music lists 88 men
